[The number of Electors is according to the register of 1851- 
*2, the one which regulated the voting at the General Election 
of 1852. The Population is supplied by the Census of 1851. 
One important correction has been made. So far as we have 
seen, in all similar lists, the population of the Countics is 
given in the gross—that is, swe!led by the population of the 
represented Cities and Boroughs. This has been corrected ; 
and the County population, like that of the represented 
Cities and Boroughs, is stated without fallacious admixture. 

In describing, for the purpose of subsequent classification, 
the avocation, pursuit, or status of the individual Members, a 
difficulty has been founc: many of them could be ranged 
under several heads; but preference has been given to the 
designation with which the person is most prominently iden- 
tified, and which perhaps he would have chosen himself. 
The term “ professional politician" is applied to gentlemen 
who have made politics a profession, as shown in their having 
accepted office oftener than once. Mr. Disracli was in office 
only once, but the whole tenour of his Parliamentary career 
marks him as cntitied to the distinction. In another sense, 
Mr. Hume, who never held office, may be called a profes- 
sional politician, because he devotes his life to political ob 
jects.)

Tne FRANCHISE. 

The Returns moved for by Sir Thomas Birch 
and Sir Benjamin Hall, and issued in the ses- 
sion of 1852, specify the more important quali- 
fications under which the right to vote in Coun- 
ties and Boroughs in Great Britain is regulated. 

England and Wales. 

For England and Wales, the County franchise 
is thus classified—Frecholders, copyholders, 
leaseholders, occupying tenants, offices, trus- 
tees and mortgagecs, annuities and rent-charge, 
fee-farm rents and land-tax, joint qualifications, 
other qualifications. The term “other qualifi- 
cations”” must be a comprehensive one, for it 
has been asserted in Parliament by Mr. Hume 
that there are upwards of eighty-five different 

ualifications. In the main, however, the 
ounty franchise consists of forty-shilling free- 
holders, occupying tenants, (the fifty-pound 
tenants-at-will, &c.,) copyholders, and lease- 
olders. 

Taking the Registration of 1851-’2, the fol-

Note.—Lord John Russell’s Bill of February 
1852, which was read a first time and did not ad- 
vance further, proposed an alteration in the Eng- 
lish franchise. In Counties, the right to vote was 
to be extended to the occupiers of premises of 20/. ; 
in Cities and Boroughs, the qualification was to 
extend to householders of 5/. instead of 107. In 
Counties and Boroughs, the payment of 2/. of di- 
rect taxes would secure a vote. For the sake of 
convenience other changes may be here noticed. 
The two seats formerly possessed by Sudbury were 
to be appropriated, one to Birkenhead in Cheshire, 
and the other to Burnley in Lancashire. Sixty- 
six Boroughs, with electors ranging under 500, 
were to be supplemented by the addition of ad- 
joining parishes and townships. The property 
qualification of Members was to be abolished; the 
oaths to be taken on admission were to be so 
altered as to admit the Jews; and Ministers of 
the Crown were to be released from the obligation 
of asking reélection upon changing office. 

The additions to the smaller constituencies pro- 
posed in Lord Jobn Russell’s bill will be found 
conveniently noted under the several counties in 
which the boroughis are situated ; also a brief re- 
sumé of the results of Election Committee in- 
quiries—the larger details being given in a sepa- 
rate table. 

While the Derby Ministry were in office, St. 
Alban’s was disfranchised; thus increasing the 
seats at the disposal of Parliament to four, Mr. 
Disraeli proposed to appropriate them thus—two 
to the West Riding of Yorkshire, and two to South 
Lancashire. They still remain unappropriated,

The Earl of ABERDFEN, announcing the formation of his Ministry—‘‘ My 
Lords, whether by the extension of Education, or by the progress of Law 
Reform, I trust the social condition of this country will be materially im- 

ved. By a cautious and steady progress in these directions, we hope that 

th the intellectual and santestal condition of the people will be improved. 
This will not exclude amendments of our Representative System, not rashly 
or hastily undertaken, but by safe, well-considered measures. It can, I 
think, hardly be denied by any man, that some amendment of this descrip- 
tion is necessary; and unquestionably the events of the last clection have 
not been such as to render any man more enamoured of the present system.” — 
December 27, 1852. Speech in the House of Lords. 


Lord Joun Russext, anticipating the last general election—“ The chief 
cause of these results [the improved condition of the people, reduction of 
taxation, preservation of peace, &c.] must not, however, be sought in any 
existing men, or in any recent measures. They flow from the spirit of our 
People, from Magna Charta and the Bill of Rights, from the freedom of 
public discussion, and the temperate use of power by the Crown, the Parlia- 
ment, and the people. It was from a confidence in this wise and considerate 
use of popular strength that we thought it at once just and prudent to extend 
the right of voting for Members of Parliament. It appeared to us, that the 
advance of the working classes in knowledge and intelligence ought to be ac- 
companied by an increased share of political power. I am aware how difficult 
a task it is to adjust in any plan of representation the respect due to ancient pre- 
— with the claims of advancing trade, increased population, and growing 
intelligence ; but it appeared to us wiser to endeavour to make this adjustment 
when various propositions for the purpose could be calmly weighed and de- 


liberately settled, than to wait for the storm, when the conflict of the ele- | 


ments might overpower the voice of reason, and the rush of the encroaching 
tide obliterate the footmarks of experience.”—May 22, 1852. Printed 
Address, 

Lord Jonn, asking reélection after joining the Aberdeen Ministry— 
“To this task the Ministry of the Kart of Aberdeen will anxiously apply 
themselves.””— December 27, 1852. Printed Address. 

Lord Joun, as leader of the House of Commons—“ My noble friend at the 
head of the Government has already stated that the amendment of the repre- 
sentation was a part of the measures which were in his contemplation. . . . . 
I think that immediately after the commencement of the next session of Par- 
liament, it will be the imperative duty of the Government to introduce a 
measure upon this important subject. . . . . There are no means of Purlia- 
mentary representation, however partial and limited—no defect in the dis- 
tribution of the franchise, however unjust, which is so destructive of public 
virtue, or of the credit of our representative system, as these acts of bribery 
and corruption. We are by Select Committees, with respect to many of these 
cases of alleged bribery and corruption, investigating the truth of the charges. 
I think it better, therefore, until those investigations shall have been made, 
and the Committees shall have reported to the House the extent of the evil, 
to defer giving an opinion as to whether any further measures may be ne- 
cessary to check bribery and corruption. I will only say, therefore, without 
pledging myself to any positive measure, that in my opinion the subject is 
one of the highest importance, and that if any measure should be considered 
necessary to cure the evil no effort shall be wanting on my part to effect it.”— 
February 10,1853. Speech in the House of Commons. 


Sir James Granam, on the hustings, in reply toa Chartist speech—* I will 
say, as Mr. Fox said nearly forty years ago, that in my opinion that suffrage 
is the best which includes the largest number of persons endowed with the 
intelligence necessary to enable them to make a judicious choice, and sutli- 
ciently independent in station to vindicate their choice when made. I do 
not hesitate to repeat what I have already declared from these hustings, that 
considering the growing intelligence of the people of this eountry—consider- 
ing, too, their growing wealth, the result of the recent happy change in the 
law which gives to industry a greater command of the comforts as well as 
the necessaries of life—I think the time has arrived when, with safety to 
the institutions of the country, the franchise may be considerably extended.” 
Sir James subsequently declared, ‘that if the present Government do not 





bring forward a Reform Bill, he will not continue a member of the Govern- 
ment: on that distinct understanding he had accepted office.”—Janwary 1, 


1853. 


Sir Cuartes Woop, at a dinner at Halifax in honour of his reélection— 
“There is no inherent virtue in a ten-pound house, but some criterion for 
registration must be adopted. ‘There are defects in the Reform Act of 1852, 
and those defects we are prepared to amend. We propose to proceed upon 
the principle we advocated in 1832, and so to extend the franchise as to em- 
brace the most intelligent of the classes below those now enfranchised (what 
I mean by below is, in point of pecuniary qualification) who may be most 
fitted and best fitted to enjoy the franchise, Why, a non-elector, ata 
meeting at the Old Cock during the last election, my friend Bob Wilkinson, 
talked better sense than any man in the room. Is it not desirable that such 
men as these should be electors?” — February 3, 1853. 


Sir Writ1amM Moteswortn, on being reélected—“ The stability of our 
institutions has been the wonder and admiration of all thinking and 
reflecting men throughout Europe, in the midst of the convulsions oc- 
casioned by the overthrow of unpopular thrones and the establishment of 
impossible republics. But, in order that the British constitution may re- 
main firm and stable, it is necessary that from time to time it should, like 
other ancient edifices, be repaired and improved. Now, the late elections, 
and the election petitions on the table of the House, have disclosed a hideous 
scene of bribery, intimidation, and corruption, during the last general elec- 
tion: and there is too much reason to fear that many of those discreditable 


| and illegal acts were perpetrated with at least the connivance, if not with 


the positive approval, of persons high in authority. I say that an effort 
must be made to put a stop to such disgraceful proceedings ; and therefore, 
the question of a Reform Bill is one which must and will engage the early 
attention of her Majesty’s Ministers. In saying this, I must remind you 
that’ I have always supported the gradual extension of the suffrage, and the

present to act as Vice-President. 


14. That in this General Council all matters 
of Doctrine, Discipline, and Goyerument of the 
Church shall be decided. 

15. That the present Archdioceses of Canterhury 
and York shall have Bishops similar to the other | 
Dioceses; the duties of the two Archbishops to 
be exclusively confined to the general superin- 
tendence of the Church. 

16. That the Diocesan Synods shall elect the 
Bishops and Archdeacons from the Clergy of the 
Dioceses where the vacancy occurs; aud that the 
General Council elect the Archbishops from the 
Bench of Bishops. 

17. That it shall be in the power of the General 
Council to depose any Archbishop, Bishop, or 
Archdeacon, whose conduct has not been in a 
cordance with the Articles of the Church, or the 
Christian Faith, as maintained by the said Council.
